He has given the Agglee Mis- 
souri Valley championships in basket- 
ball in 1917 and 1919, In track in 
1919. and in baseball in 1920. At 
all times the other Valley teams 
have respected and feared the Aggies 
as a fighting bunch of well coached 
athletes.

Mike Ahearn, credited with having 
done more for Kansas Aggie ath- 
letics than any other one man, has 
Kccepted the post of athletic director 
of the Aggies, left open by the re- 
cent resignation of Z. O. Clevenger. 
From the tall of 190& to the spring 
of 1911 Mike Ahearn was head 
eoach of the Aggies, taking the Job 
when the college ranked at the bot- 
tom of Kansas athletics and build- 
ing it up to Miaeourl Valley confer- 
ence sUndlng. He resigned In 1911 
because it no longer was possible to 
carry on both as professor of land- 
•cape gardening and head coach, and 
again declined tbe job for the same 
reason when It was offered him In 
1916. 

With the creation of a department 
of athletics, greater opportunity tor 
its head, who, as director of athletics, 
has no active coaching duties, was 
apparent to Ahearn when the pro- 
posal was laid before bim this week. 
He declined the Job of coach because 
It was a job for tbe man who was 
young in body as well as in mind. 
He accepts the job as director be- 
cause It is a job for a man who Is 
obliged to be young in mind only. 
AxffleN Htronff For Ahejtm 
The name of Mike Ahearn probab- 
ly is dearer to moat Aggie students 
and alumni than that of any other 
faculty member. While not actively 
engaged In college athletics during 
tbe last nine years he has always 

^ n one of the most Interested Ag- 
gie rooters and helpers. He has been 
a member of the Aggie athletic 
board the last Ave years and faculty 
representative in tbe Missouri val- 
ley conference tbe last two years. 

Never since his resignation as Ag- 
gie head coach, however, has Mike 
Ahearn allowed athletics to outgrow 

htm. As one of the most sought for 
oSciBls in Kansas he bas kept close 

to football, basketball, baseball, and 

track. He has been a constant ad- 
viser In tbe administration of Aggie 

athletics ever since his retirement 

from active participation.

The matriculation fee for resi- 
dents of the state has been increased 
from SG to |10; non-residents, from 
tlO to $15. 

Incidental tee tor residents, |5 to 
JIO; non-residents flO to 115. 

Sick benefit tee for both residents 
and non-residents from $1 to fl.GO. 

A resident entering this fall as a 
freshman student will pay $21.50 in- 
stead of (11.00; a resident sophomore 
student will pay |U.50 instead of 
IS. 00. 

In tipeaking of tbe change! Dr. W. 
M. Jardine, president ot tbe college, 
eald: 

"I regret exceedingly the necessity 
for increasing the fees but I know 
the students understand thoroughly 
that a dollar wl^l not purchase any 
more for the inatitutlon than it wilt 
tor tbe individual.

Farmers In South Africa sow the 
wheat and tetl at the same time, the 
wheat germinates In tbe winter 
whereas tbe teff will only germinate 
In tbe spring when tbe wheat ia 
ready to bs cut down. As soon as 
Ihe wheat is cut the tell shoots up 
and In u very short time It may liu 
reaped.

Tbe social affairs committee of the 
Students' Self Governing association 
have worked out a set of rules tor 
the coming year which have been ap- 
proved by tbe Students' Affairs com- 
mittee of the faculty. 

The regulations of the social af- 
fairs committee ure to be taken, not 
as arbKrary rules, but as necessary to 
tbe proper organisation and opera- 
tion of the college. They cannot be 
all Inclusive and the college expects 
the students to he guided by tbe un- 
derlying principles of wholesome re- 
lationships tn all situations, whether 
covered by these definite statements 
or not. Every student In the college 
is therefore bound, both by reason and 
by loyalty, to observe them since up- 
on them depend the free and whole- 
some activities of tbe Instttutton 
whose benedts he seeks. 

The following rules have been ap- 
proved : 

Permission from the committee on 
social alfairs ot S. S. O. A. must be 
obtained tor all social functions. This 
penult must he obtained 4 8 hours 
b>-fure the time net tor tbe function. 

Ail student social alfairs shall not 
{continue later than 12 o'clock In the 
'■ evening, excefil one event each year 
i for earl) orgnnlitatlun — -the closing 
I time of which shall be fixed by the 
commit Ice on Moclal alfairs. Refresh- 
I menlH which are considered a part of 



the social function shall be wltkln 
tbe bourt granted by the social af- 
fairs committee. 

Each organization Is limited to hut 
one social tu act ion each semester 
that requires the use of a public hall 
or college building, — except that 
each organization Is permitted one 
extra social function during the (all 
semester rushing season. 

Students are not allowed to at- 
tend public dances, or dances which 
have not lieen approved by the social 
aftaira committee. 

Men callers may he entertained at 
the women's rooming houses on Fri- 
day, Saturday, and Sunday Imtween 
tbe hours of 3 to 10:30 In tbe eve- 
ning, and on other days from 3 to 8 
in the evening. 

Members of men's social organiza- 
tions may receive women callers, pro- ' 
viding the house mother Is present, 
between the hours of 3 to 10 F. M. . 
on Friday, Saturday, snd Sunday. i 

Student social organizations may 
entertain dinner guests when the 
house mother is present or when , 
other approved chaperons have been 
provided. 

Unorganized groups ot students 
may secure permission to dance by

to dancea given by organizations. 

College organliatloni cannot give 
dances out of town. I

76 more men could have been placed 
by the department at edvication last 
year aii leacbers of vocational agri- 
culture had there been mure men 
trained to accept positions Id this; 
field. This year the department will 
b« able to place at least 150 men In 
Kansas and the surrounding states. 

A year ago in Kansan there were 
only 31 schools teachinR voca- 
tional agriculture, while this year 
there are 46 schools teaching it. This 
increase would have been much 
(treaier could teachers have been pro- 
vided. Each year the appropriation 
for the vocational schools increases 
until 1926, according to the Smith- 
Hughes act. Therefore It ts evident 
that In five years the number of 
sehootB teaching this work will have 
doubled In number. 

The department ot education can 
absolutely Insure a man trained 
along this Hoe a position at a salary 
ol from $2,000 up to 12,700. The 
amount of salary depends entirely 
upon the man and his ability. 

To prepare for thia work, a man 
should take balanced work in the 
agricultural course and lit hours of 
educational^ aH outlined by the de 
partment of education. Anyone In- 
terested In the work should nee 
Dean E. L. Holton, head of the de- 
partment of education, or C. V. Wil- 
liams, professor of vocational edu- 
cation and state director of the work 
in Kansas.

POULTRY HUSBANDMAN MAKES 
UNUSUAL EXPERIMENT ON HEN 



Iten XJniu'H lloth Mule and Female 
Feather* 

Prof. W. A. Ijipplncott, poultry 
husbandman at the Kansas State 
Agrlculliiral coltexe. has succeeded In 
making a Plymouth Rock hen grow 
both mule and female feathers. 

He removed the left ovary from a 
bi-n and while she was molting, 
plucked ull the feathers from tbe 
left side. When the hen grew new 
feathers, those on the left side were 
pointed and dark as in the male 
birds. She also grew hackle and 
sickle feathers on this aide. 

The bird presented a peculiar ap- 
pearance; from the one side she 
looked like a cockerel and from Ihe 
other like a hen. Professor Ulppin- 
cott has been able to prove from the 
above axperiment that It is tbe pre- 
sence of the ovary In hens which 
, caueea the growtb ot rounded feath-

The application made to the war 
department for the formation of a 
eoaat artillery unit at this achool 
has been granted and the new unit 
will be organized immediately. It 
la Intended that all sophomores in 
the division of engineering will be 
required to take this branch of the 
military tralnltig in place ot the In- 
fantry training. It will be elective 
to alt other students, subject to' the 
approval of the dean of the division 
In which their major studies occur. 
Tbe chief instruction in the course 
will be along the line of handling 
heavy mobile artillery, Tbe work 
will bo supplemented by summer 
tmiclng at some coast artillery 
tort. During the past summer the 
aembers of the artillery unit were 
■ent to Fort Monroe, Vs.' 

Requlstlon has already been made 
for ,the equipment which Id provided 
by the war deparimenl tor the R. 
O. T. C. coast artillery unit. The 
equipment will include two heavy 
Kuns, one un eight inch howitzer, 
and the other a French 155 mili- 
meter gun. a tremendous amount 
of range finding and other appara- 
tna, and three motor trucks. 

The department has received or- 
ders to vacate the old rine range 
because of the danger to the live- 
stock of the animal husbandry de- 
iwrtment of the college. A plot 
east at the college poultry farm has 
been leased. Here a rifle range of 
' 300 yards, having .fix targets, will 
be consiructed at an estimated cost 
of 11.200. Space will also be re- 
served to provide for a pistol range 
and a l.OOO inch machine gun 
range. Work has already been 
started on the field and It is thought 
that by the first of October the 
range will he completed. 

With the many changes which 
have been liruughi about In the 
military deitanment during tbe 
last year, it Is planned that a more 
standard course may be worked out.

"Also Jhe alumni are going to 
skim thexream In every community 
for the moat desirable new student;^ ' 
and send them to .Manhattan, Apatity 
on the part of the alumni In neveru! 
communities has allowed men to po 
to other schools who should have 
come here. This doesn't apply en- 
tirely to athletes, either. We ex- 
pect to give the alumni exact Infortii- 
atlon from time to time as to whut 
the college is doing, and ask them 
to see that the folka at home get thi 
information, and get It straight. Thi' 
college depends on the good will of 
the people of Kanaas for Its sup|)or

No longer will Manhattan kiddles 
taking Instruction In piano have to 
"watt until their legs grow longer" 
before they can use the pedals. The 
new course in mffsic Instruction for 
children which has been made a part 
of the curriculum In music at K, B. 
A. C. this year, does away with all 
that. Music is made a game and thp 
youngsters are given Instruction 
which will furnish a sound founda- 
tion for further work. 

For a number ot years children 
have been given Instruction In music 
at K. 8. A. C. but the work has been 
limited by lack of equipment and 
jufllclent teaching force. This year, 
however, a special instructor. Miss 
Helen Colburn, n graduate of the K. 
S. A. C. music department has been 
secured to do the work. Miss Col- 
burn took special work in the musical 
Instruction ot children at Chicago this 
summer. 

Miss Colburn makes music a game 
for children. A modified form of 
blind man's bluff is used to tpach 
the kiddles the names of tbe knys. 
and a special game In used in wtilcii 
the children tell how many "children" 
'ich key hai". und whether thp "chil- 
dren" are sharps or ftats, Hut 
best r,f all. from I he children's point 
of view, there Is u piece of apparatus 
iviilch is fastened over the pedals 
and raised or lowered to suit the 



Why are there so tew freshmen 
rets this fall? That Is the question 
everyone in the veterinary division 
Is trying to solve. 

According to W. M. McLeod ot the 
division, one reason tor this slump Is 
the horror held by many of the pros- 
recttve veterinary students for the 
tractor. They wall that they can- 
not use their kits or their medlclneH 
on the Iron horse of which we hear so 
much these days. 

"This fear," said Doctor McLeod, 
"that the Increasing use of the trac- 
tor may harm the veterinary husin- 
ness Is. I believe, largely a false 
alarm. The increase In the use of 
tractors affects the number of horses 
on large farms only, for It hsH been 
demonstrated tbat*the tractor is not 
adapted for the small farm. And 
then when we remember that the 
use of the tractor dues not In any 
way decrease the number of other 
livestock on the farm, the weakness 
of the tractor argument bpcomes 
quite obvious." 



As all day holiday and a special 
train to take Aggie students to Wich- 
ita are planned as features of Octo- 
ber 9, which has been set aside as K.

The burden falls on all alike. Those who waste the money 
spent on tlienj pay the Bame sum as those who do the work 
expected of them as students. ' 

The MassachusfUtH School of Techiiologyseenis to have intro- 
duced a system that Is fair. All students who flunk In a subject 
are lined five dollars, this amount going into the general fund. 
If this method were ap)»lied here It would help conditions some- 
what, though it might not reduce fees to any appreciable extent. | 
Yet those students who aid In running up the expenses of the In- 
stitution without learning anything would have to pay addi- 
tional.

POLITICAL DOPE AND CLUBS 

"Nothing but dirty politics" is the common expression when 
someone speaks of the difference between the planks of the 
E>emocratlc and Republican partieB. The same words are emit- 
ted when the S. S. G. A. or the student council is mentioned. 

Politics are dirty only when the wrong people stand behind 
the platformB and it is the educated people, such as the college 
produces, who should take an active part in politics. It Is a safe 
wager that less than 50 per cent of the K. S. A. C. students know 
that the L«ague of Nations is practically the only plank differ- 
ence in the two big parties this year. The Democrats arfe for 
the League as Wilson wrote it while the Republicans stand for 
a world organization, similar to the League of Nations but with 
certain reservations. 

Political clubs ahould be formed in the college. Alignment 
with some political party is not essentially necessary for the 
majority of the students, but it is of great benefit to them to be- 
long to at least some organization where the fundamental prin- 
ciples—and they are the same in all parties — can be taught to the 
future political and industrial leaders of the country. 

One college man in K. S. A. C. has already expressed the de- 
sire to organize a Republican club here. To mix In politics doea 
not require that a man or woman make stump speeches, or cir- 
culate literature In behalf of his party, but it does mean that they 
are Interested enough to learn something of the workings of 
political parties, to hobnob with them just enough "to grow faml- 
llar with the working machine of our political system. 

F'or Instance all Kansas should know why an unknown man, 
uneducated and n^cently released from the state hospital, should 
tlraw 40,000 votes against Governor Allen in the state guberna- 
torial contest. The Industrial Court, which Allen stands for, ex- 
plains the entire situation. 

It will not be long until the men and women, now in college, 
will be the political leaders and industrial leaders, therefore 
I hey should not stiglit tlieir education along these lines. An in- 
telligent voter is a big asaet to the country. College is a good 
place to make a start.

"Everybody knowH more than anybody," Ho said the world's 
greatest apostle of democracy. Lincoln. Tliat'B an expression of 
the philosophy underlying the type of government America is 
attempting to work out. It is din-rtly opp<ised to the theory of 
government based upon the divine right of kings, college facul- 
ties or any other special class. 

Autocratic authority, adniiuistered from without, may be the 
best means of control for children, hut there comes a time when 
we must put away childish ways.

much nearer the ultimate goal. 

Ability isn't especially necessajy; it is the willingness to do 
and to cooperate, and a sense of responsibility, that really count.

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A movement is on foot at the University of Kansas and many 
other state unlversitit's lo do away with freshman pledging to 
greek letter orgaiilziiiions. Such a ruling would be harmful to 
any one particular school, however, unless all the schottls in the 
Valley would <lo tlit> same. 

The (jnesiion of .sophonii>rt' pledging is <;ne that is being seri- 
ously considered everywhere, and now authorities at K. S. A. f. 
are advocating such an action. AuthorilleM here say that there 
would be fewer misfits, In the Greek letter world if a man or 
woman conld not be pledged until he or she Is a sophomore. The 
organ Ization would have a big chance to judge the individ- 
ual and the individual would have u chance to look over the 
fraternities. 

It is also advocated that wjphoniorc pledging wouhl raise the 
grade standard, for students would try to make a good showing 
in their grades in order to make good in the eyes of the Greeks.

MKI.OIIRAMA OX A PANTRY MHKLK 

To the uninitiated, the auditorium stage may seem large 
enough. But to those people who, as members of audiences, have 
had occasion to note the inadeiiuacles of its appointments, the 
statement that the auditorium stage Ih not suited to present de- 
mands will sound most mild indeed. It has long been the worry 
of play coaches and musical directors. Because of the strange 
freaks of the stage, the dark shadow of failure has hovered over 
the hea(is of ntudent cants that have, from time far hack, at- 
tempted anything from within its borders. 

The stage Is not lacking in dimension if only width and height 
are considered. Huk in the matter of depth it is about as adequate 
as a shelf from the kitchen cupboard. Klabonite scenic effects are 
Impossible. Ordinary sets, even, nmst be telescoped and flattened 
out to meet its narrowing retiuirements. There is so little of free- 
dom of movement behind the scenes that doors cnn lie but partly 
opened, players bump into each other and opera casts and chor- 
uses must wait outside on the lawn in full costume, to go on. 
when the whistle blows, with a rush ami a scramble that threat- 
ens braces and backings and renders of little effect even the most 
thorough train inK in t'lisonible action. 

I The curtain descends almost in the middle of the stage. The 
«tage director may choose between placing all of his properties 
back of the curtain and tranaftirmlng the action into the limited 
picture-frame efTect of lateral movement, or he may place them 
-outside of the curtain in plain view of an audience which when 
the curtain goes up, holds its breath in dread fear of con- 
ysequencea to Juxtaposed chairs, divans, and tallies. And when 
the curtain starts to come down, hysterical ones in the crowd 
cover their eyes in horror, and actors, losing their characters, 
scamper for cover, as the great boom crashes floorward through 
the assemblage of waste paper baskets, wicker chairs, and baby 
grand pianos. 

Every pluy becomes a melodrama with an earthquake at the 
end of each act. 



So long as these conditions remain, further advancement 
along musical and dramatic lines is impoBsible. The difficulty of 
changing scenery between tbe acts, the unavailability of depth 
effect, the limitations upon the actions of the characters, the utter 
inadequacy of the sheer mechanics of the place, render a really 
finished production out of the question. 

With funds made possible by Festival week, much has been 
done to fit up the stage In the matter of new scenery, better 
lighting, and the coordination of controls. But the repairs are 
but makeshift at best, and the auditorium stage must remain an 
absolute limitation to further dramatic and musical endeavor 
until It is remodeled entirely along up-to-date theatrical lines.

Here in some more good news 
about Kan red wheat, the new variety 
developed by the college and about 
which we have heard no many good 
things the last few yeurit, Kanred 
Is a success In Misnourl and Artiona. 

Variety testa ot wheat conducted 
at the Missouri experiment station 
ut ('olumbia have Just l>een reported 
to crop speotallHts in the college de- 
partment of agronomy. The report 
says that the eight leading varieties 
yielded from 17 bushels to 24 bushela 
Pf^r acre. Kanred was at the top of 
the list with a yield ot six bushels 
more than KarkofT and more than 
any soft wheat Included In the test. 

In a letter written recently to L. 
K. Melchers, bead of the work in 
plant pathology here, W. E. Bryan 
of the department of plant breeding 
at the University of Arizona has the 
tfllowing words ot commendation 
for the new variety: 

"I might aay that the Kanred 
wheat In the Salt River valley near 
Phoenix this last spring, waa the 
most disease resistant variety which 
we had growing there on a fleld 
scale. We had growing there the 
past Heuson a nttmber ot Turkey 
Htrains originally from Kansas, the 
Karly Baart, the flonora, the Maca- 
roni, and several hybrid varitieH. The 
Kanred. however, was more dlaeasa 
r<!sistanl than even the Mararonl."

Ihe lauds were cleured, 
the harhed »ire rolled tigi and prac- 
tically the only sign ot ruins were 
the walls of iiulldlngs that were still 
standing In their war torn condi- 
tion. Goo-I crops were everywhere, 
and the |»eopie were cheerful and for- 
ge! ting Ihe war. 

"The Cermuns are making a hravo 
elfort to regain the position they lost 
during the war hut they ure still very 
hungry. I was unable to penetrate 
into the heart ot tlolshevtst Itiissiu 
hilt those parts thai i did vIhH were

of these would starve If It were not 
for the American imoplti. Russia 
still remains the problem ut the 
world.

"In Turkey the conditions were 



still (i.t If in a state ot war. Everywhere 
were soldiers, and warships were In 
every harbor. The city of Constant- 
inople Is the most interesting city 1 
have ever visited. In It are people of 
every nation of tbe world. American 
huslnesB men are taking a prominent 
part In affairs, as they are In every 
part ot the world. They are par- 
ticipating in the business affairs of 
the world in a big way and most of 
the Important men in this capacity 
are college men. Their greatest need 
at the present Is fur college men who 
have a business training. 

Kngllsh (iood K{H>rtH 

"England Is entering into the 
spirit of roronstrucdon and the fight- 
ing men at Kngliind who had suf- 
Fereil all during the war at the hands 
of the Germans are wishing that Ger- 
many may soon reenter the world ot 
commerce and business. The English 
are good sports and seem to cherish 
no resentment against the foe they 
were fighting but two years ago." 
' In India Dr. Na hours tound a very 
Interesting country. Out ot a pop- 
ulation of 315,000.000 there are 
300.000,000 who are children in in- 
tellect. When he got buck to Manila 
he found the prevalence of American 
customs nnd western civilization with 
the Americans as usual taking a very 
prominent part in (he business of the 
country, 

"The world has sufrered a severe 
shock and conditinns are unsettled 
hut gradually are becoming normal 
again." said Dr. Nshours. likening the 
condition of lh« world to a volcano, 
"After a great eruptlim (hern ure a 
number of llt|!(> voicnnos which ure 
continually springing up fur some 
time after the large volrimo has 
nettled down. In the coursu of time, 
however all liecotnee normal again."

The shops of the engineering di- 
vision of tlie college have been mak- 
ing, on factory scale, since 1916, a 
1 H h. p. single cylinder gas engine. 
This engine Is being made as a part 
ot the regular class work of engineer- 
iDK studentH and others working lu 
the pattern making shop, foundry, 
Ulack smith shop, and machine shop, 
\The large cut shows the engine 
iBounted on the truck and the parts 



that of a stationary online. The 
tractor shown In the cut Is the result 
of this development. It consists of 
one of the regular stationary engines 
mounted on the truck wheels which 
are driven by the engine by a unique 
transmission system. 

The mechanical mascot has been 
iiseil by the engineers for every dem- 
onstration of college students and In 
^very two or three months for a llt- 
tn.kc part. As a usual thing the "ani- 
mal" Is taken out over the campus 
every two or three months for a llt^ 
tie I'xerclse over the side walks. Be- 
ing an uristorrattc creature it pre- 
fers sidewalks to pavements.

At the end of last week the engin- 
eering division reported an enrolment 
of &83 collegiate students. This Is 
an increase ot 20 over the total col- 
legiate engineering enrolment for 
both semesters last year. 

A point of pride with the engin«er- 
ing diviflton for a number ot yeara Is 
that In spite of the fact that K. S, A 
C. primarily is an agricultural school 
there are more engineering students 
enroled here than there are agricul- 
tural students. The enrolment this 
year shows the engineers atill In the 
lead with the general science divi- 
sion in second place with 431 stu- 
dents and the agricultural division 
with 464 students. 

As usual the electrical engineering 
department heads the engloeerlng 
courses with an enrolment of 236.

Two new high presBure boilers are 
' betBR Installed at the colleKe heating 
plant and the old Hloek which mice 
■•rred Its ueefulnesH will aKuin be 
preSMed into service. These chnnges 
Will greatly Increase the cupaciiy or 
the plant. 

A concrete pit capable of storinc 
about 490 tons ol coal and which ih 
provided with a means of flooillng In 
ease of tire, is being constructed. 
Enough coal can thus . be aately 
■tored to operate the iilant for eight 
or 10 days In the most severe wea- 
ther. The coal hati formerly been 
scattered In Bmall piles over a large 
area. 

The gradual growth of the college 
and the constantly linreaalng de- 
mand for heat and power have taxed 
the capacity of the power plant dur- 
ing the last few years. Last year 
the situation became serious because 
of the coal shortage, and it was dlffl- 
cuU to meet the heat and power de- 
mands. 

Little space Is available in the 
power plant for further growth. What 
-will be done when addltonal build- 
ings are added to th-? campus la a 
problem, and the logical solution 
seems to b« a new building, separ^ite 
from the main «i.B!neerlng building, 
and devoted only to the generation 
of heat and power.

The itresldent who spent some 
time lust summer In an exhaustive 
study and InveHtlgatton of the Call- 
tornla plan for checking the evils of 
tenancy, and assisting of worthy 
citizens In securing farm homes, 
gave the plan his full approval. The 
•ystem has proved a practical work- 
ing success. 

A tract of 5,000 acres was pur- 
chased by the state and divided into 
smaller units ot from two to 40 
acres und sold to worthy citizens on 
long time payments, carrying a very 
low rate of Interest. The land was 
charted and laid out by soil ex- 
perts and valued according to the 
character and productive ability ot 
the land.

If it were only a watch or a ten 
dollar bill that was stolen. It wtnild not be so bad, but when one's 
Bhlrt and trousers disappear along with tlie money and watch- 
well! 

There has been entirely too much petty thievery and honest- 
to goodness stealing going on about the campus this year. Many 
of the girls have come In from gym practice and found articles 
missing. It is no uncommon Oiing for a man to come In from 
track practice and have to wear a friend's shirt home because 
hlB has been taken. 

The epidemic of petty thievery that aeems to have spread 
abroad In the school is apparent In other places than the gymna- 
sium. Books, pen. hats, sweaters, and other articles without 
number have been purloined from their owners, A large element 
in the student body would seem to have its collective eye open to 
the "main chance" and to be unable to resist the temptation to 
"cop" whatever is loose and unguarded on the campuB. 

Carelessness in keeping track of bank balances Is another sin 
that must be laid at the door of a much-too-large section of the 
student body. Literally hundreds of checks are returned to Man- 
hattan merchants every school year with the "insu*. ' which Is 
the outward sign and symbol of slipshod bookkeeping on the 
part of the student written across the face of each, AggievUle 
and Mauliattan merchants have been mighty good to students 
generally in being lenient concerning this matter of checks 
drawn against insuftlclent or non-existent balances. However, 
there are signs that these merchants will not always be so long 
suffering and patient as they have been. Already it is very diffi- 
cult to cash checks In some of the business houses that have been 
"Btung" too hard, without thorough identification. 

It behooves Aggie students to observe this matter of morals 
and business methods closely and to deal l^rmly with the class 
that is responsible for the wave of petty thievery and the writing 
o( non-negotlabte checks. One or two prosecutions "of persons

He al- 
io declared, that "the United States 
bad learned less trom the European 
war than any other nation engaged In 
the conflict." 

Doctor Irrtne ts a oative of Ire* 
land, a graduate of Oxford and Yale, < 
Uid has been professor of psychology 
ftt Culver Military academy. He 
Hrved England during the war. and 
previous to this wrote a number ot 
boolcB and did much social service 
work. 

Touching upon the European 
•Ituatlon, Doctor Irvlpe said, "The 
tnt of victory Is the use we make ol 
it. Germany's defeat Is for her fu- 
ture good. No European country is 
advancing faster In reconstruction 
(hftn the United States. We are far 
from democracy now, and the solv- 
lit( of that important problem Is up to 
tb« present generation, 

"One day 1 said to a bunch ot 
Bagllshmen, 'You conquered by the 
■word, even as Babylon, Greece, Chal- 
daa, and Assyria. And even as those 
nations went down by the sword, you 
ahall go down. Yoiur country and 
mine, have no more assurance of per- 
petration than England has. 

"We of tbe west will be the candi- 
dates for England's honor, and then 
tbe yellow men of the east will rise 
and wipe us out. So it has continued 
tbrough all history. 

"It Is In your power to change the 
ordsr ot things, Kansas boys, and it 
the old ftplrlt of John Brown Is alive 
you must make the largest possible 
use of It."

In a letter recently received by L. 
E. Melchers, professor of plant patb- 
ologT, news comes from the plant 
breeders of the University of Tenn- 
eaeee tbat Kanred has proved Itself 
completely resistant to red leal rust 
In that state. However. Kanred like 
tbe other hard red winter wheats, 
such as Turkey or Kharkolf, is not 
adapted to climiilic conditions found 
in the eantern states and therefore 
cannot be Krown there prodtably. 

The plant breeders hope that Kan- 
red may become of potenttiil value to 
that section by crosslne tlilH remark- 
ably rust resistant variety with some 
of the soft red winter wheats, such 
as Pulcaster, which are adapted to 
Tennessee conditions. From such a 
cross agronomists think they may ob- 
tain a new rust resistant variety 
which will be equally as desirable as 
tbe local varieties in yield and 
strength of straw. 

Leaf rust has been one of tbe chief 
tUnitlng factor* in wheat production 
In the Atlantic states, and if a high- 
ly productive rust resistant variety 
can be obtained, wheat production in 
tbat section will be greatly increased.

Why don't the papers play up a sport that Is of such interest 
to the residents not only of Kansas but of many other statea In 
the Union? Before the game with K. U. telegrams were received 
from Hawaii, Ohio, California, and Missouri, and letters from 
nearly every state in the union. Yet our esteemed newspapers 
give us a half column about half-way down the sheet and report 
tbe game In a half-hearted manner. 

Perhaps the trouble may be traced to the desk of the sport 
editor and he or she may be able to explain. From the wrlteups 
ot^e games this fall, one Is led to believe that the sport writers 
are graduates of a home economics course In some neighbor- 
ing institution. 

The social column Is full of pep; the annual convention of 
tbe "I^eague of Barbers" meeting to discuss ways and means of 
making two hairs grow where formerly there was but one, always 
gets a large headline and their dope is never shaved down to a 
half column. Let some politician come to the city who will per- 
haps draw an Immense crowd of 40 or 60 to the court house and 
the Mercury and the Nationalist will strain their remaining sus- 
pender button to write long articles about the momentous oc- 
casion, but a great football game with ii gathering of over 6,000 
persons only requires passing comment and this comniftit is not 
«ntlre)y of a boosting nature. 

Listen to the Nationalist with this doleful heading to its 
story of the annual classic; "Aggies Are Pushed Aside." Just 
like that — "pushed aside." Shades of "Dad" Croyle, Harvey Roots, 
Jake Holmes, Bunt Speer, C^arl Rho<la and other famous Aggie 
heroes! What do you think of that? "Pushed Aside," how preg- 
nant with football loret "Plff" and the Aggies falter, "puff" and 
the game is over. But let us read farther^ — we will not have far 
to go for this paper, like the Mercury, has the same motto when 
It comes to reporting football games, and that is "Brevity is the 
soul nf wit." "The game was a disappointment to local follow- 
ers." Until reading this In the Nationalist congratulations on 
the splendid showing of the team was all that the athletic de- 
partment had heard. Again we quote: "On forward passing K. 
U. outshone the home team and on Aggie attempts at the aerial 
game covered the men at will."

The Kansas City Star gave three quarters of a column to the 
game htil the himic* |)apers set uside nearly 12 inches of apace, 
half of which was given over to the lineup and summaries. Again 
in the Kansas City St;ir of TuPH<lay, November 2, we find a half 
column devoted to a story of the game that gives the Aggie team 
some of the credit it so justly earned. 

One more even! that was never mentioned by either Fay or 
Bd and that was the cross country run that took place just prior 
to the game between teams representing the Unlveralty of Kansas 
and the Kansas State Agricultural college. Over a Ave mile 
course tbe home speed merchants nosed out the flyers from the 
Kaw reservation 24-3L Watson of Olympic fame led tbe field 
In the fast time of '24.3. closely followed by K\iykendahl. a team 
mate. But why inentitm It? The Mercury of Monday night gave 
a report of a cross country event between Princeton and Yale but 
never a line about the Aggie-K. U. race.

W. B. Grimes, professor of agricul- 
tural economics, said "The production 
of the three years being considered 
Is nearly ennugb alike that it will 
affect the meaning of the plot but 
little," 

Professor Ortmes explained tbat 
ir the farmers are holding their 
wheat off ot the market the receipts 
will bold up anyway for a while, 
til the elevators over the country 
are emptied and then there will be 
a sudden drop In the receipts. Wheth- 
er or not this is the case remalUH 
yet to be seen.

Courses of atudy In K, S. A. C. 
have undergone an Interesting evo- 
lution since 1889. In that year only 
a general course, which differed 
slightly for men and women, was 
offered. 

In 1SS6 tbe curriculum became 
specialised, and considerably more 
agriculture was offered, auch as gard- 
ening and farm work tor the men, 
and butter making (or the woihen.

Ullo M. Hastings, 'Oe. tree lanM, 
free thinker, Bohemian, msgaslne 
writer, poultryman, poet, research 
worker, has written a book, "The 
City of Endless Night," that Is at- 
tracting attention. Hastings has 
written of a Oermasy lEO years from 
now. His Oermany, comprising a lit- 
' tie more than the city of Berlin, li 
^i^tMTounded by the ultra-modern 
' counterpart of the Great Wall ol 
China, Isolated, Insulated, at bay. 
Overhead, Hastlng's German never 
sees the sky. Instead Is a huge con* 
Crete dome, affording protection from 
airplane raids. The hero Is a chem- 
1st: the heroine, the superwuman to- 
ward which modern education and 
tendencies are hurtling. The book Is 
Interesting, cleverly written, and 
worth reading. 

Hastings Is one of the most ver- 
satile men the college ever turned 
out. While here he was known as 
"queer." He was, and is. But he left 
his Impress. Hastings was the John 
the Baptist of K. B. A. C. track ath- 
letics. When he came to Manhattan, 
there was none. He organised one 
out of raw material, running the 
mile himself to prove it could he 
done. 

No Gym In "niose DayN 

There was no gymnasium, no 
shower bath. Hastings rigged ai 
one shower in the basement of tbt 
dairy bultdlng. That was the "gym- 
nasium" tor Ahearn's football team 
In KOB and the flrst few weeks ol 
the 1106 season. He built the flnt 
chicken houses at the college, and 
organised the poultry department. 

The chemistry of iood, and par- 
ticularly human nutrition. Interested 
him. He tried out feeding experi- 
ments on hlmeelt, 
* 'Hastings worked out a simple diet 
for himself," says Oley W. Weav- 
er, '11, who also came from BfBng- 
ham, Hastlng's home town. "It con- 
sisted largely ot cereals, lentils, and 
dairy products. A favorite aupper 
was parched cowjAas rolled In but- 
ter and sugar. Marcaronl and wheat, 
bolted and served with milk and 
sugar, was another. He bought his 
dinners at a restaurant to save time," 

These weren't the limits o( Hast- 
lng's work. He started the annual 
Hamp-Io egg roails. He debated 
and wrote orations. He wrote a 
parody on Julius Caesar, which he 
read before the Hamilton loclety. 
The members thought it was Shake- 
speare and were frankly bored. 

"I oast pearls betore swlme," Hast- 
ings remarked to a friend.

Tlie Aggies have not a coach for basket ball at this late date, 
and have small prospecte of getting a coach from one jot the 
« larger schools of the country. The unexpected departure of 
'Cleve' early In the fall left the athletic department without a 
basketball coach and efforts on the part of Mike to secure a man 
for the place from one of the "Big Ten" or Missouri Valley 
schools have proved unavailing. 

The main reason that the Aggies cannot get a man with col- 
lege experience in coaching basket ball Is that the athletic de- 
partment cannot offer enough money to compete with other 
schools of the size of K. S. A. C. The appropriation allowed the 
athletic department is not enough to go all the way round. Of 
(»urse a surplus will be on band after the football season, but 
It will not he enough. 

There seems to be small chance to remedy this condition this 
year, but what about next year? If the students all support 
athletics of every sort there will be funds to add to the salary 
offered a substantial amount. The way to guarantee student 
support for athletics is by the compulsory fee system whereby 
each student pays a stated amount for attendance at student af- 
fairs during the year at the same time and In the same manner 
as they pay their fees. 

The Collegian favors the assessment of such a fee In order 
to distribute the support of the school's athletic program 
among the whole student body. When we obtain such a system 
K. 8. A. C. will have advanced another step toward her goal of 
leadership among middle western colleges.

Which Is cheaper, to buy your 
clbthes ready made, or to make them 
at home? The majority of women 
would probably say that homemade 
(armentB are much lesa expensive 
than ready made, but as yet there Is 
no data to prove their point. 

The girls In the advanced clothing 
classes at the college are doing some 
axpertmeatal work this aemestei, the 
purpose ot which Is to And out by 
neans of actual ftgures whether the 
prevailiitg idea as to the relative low 
eo&t ot homemade clothing la cor- 
rect. 

From the stores In Manhattan the 
girls select articles of cluthlng which 
are as near tike the garments they 
wtsh to make aH possible, and choose 
tnaterlal which matches the ready 
made In quality and price. The gar- 
ment is examined carefully, and 
among the things which must be 
noted are the cost, the description 
for style; the material, Ita quality, 
width, amount required and cost per 
yard; the trimminga and flodlDgs; 
and the method ot conatructlon, 
whether the garment Is hand or ma- 
flblne made. When the new garment 
to finished, the student must state 
any variation she has made from the 
orlKlnal. 

One Important element which must 
ke considered In this experiment is 
tbat ot time; the glrla value their 
time at 36 centa an hour, and they 
hare already learned some interest- 
ing tacts about the cost of simple gar- 
Bents. It took one girl, who made a 
btncy apron nine hours to make the 
garment, the original cost of which 
was 11.77. An apron similar In 
a^le and quality could have been pur- 
chased for 14.00. 

Another girl made a pleated wool 
akirt, which cost her fl2.4G. This 
sum Included the total cost ot the ma- 
terial and her time at 35 cents an 
hour. A similar skirt, made of an 
taferlor grade of material, was sold 
at one of the stores here for 114.9 ft. 
Mid had been reduced to 'halt price. 

There are many things which en- 
ter into such a comparison, for In- 
•tance. the occupation ot the woman; 
If she Is a housewife who has plenty 
of time for the work and likes to 
MW, it muy be a material saving for 
her to do her own sewing; it she la 
a business woman, earning a good 
salary, her time may be worth much 
more In the work she is trained to 
to, and she jirobably aitds her time 
outside ot oIDee hours for rest and 
recreation. 

There are no statistics on this sub- 
ject, and the printed results of the 
•zperiment made at the college will 
be of Interest to a great many peo- 
ple who are interested in the econo- 
mic side of the clothing problem.

OLD PBEJUDICE COMES TO LIFE 

The old time and erratic prejudice against girls' dorml- 
torieB seems to be prevalent among many of the girls on the 
college campus. Until recent years there has existed among 
girls everywhere a certain horror of life in a girls' dormitory. 
The cause of this feeling, it has been found, has always been 
traced to the faculty administration of the dormitories. The 
matrons or heads, as a rule, have been women who have no 
Interest In or feeling of companionship for the girls in their 
houses. They have been women who were placed over the 
girls as a matron might be placed over girls in a reformatory. 

These old time prejudices, however, have been largely 
done away with by modern methods, a better atmosphere. 
more like the real home atmosphere, Is created and the girls 
are self-governing, which gives them the responsibility of their 
standards of living, standards of social conduct, and stand- 
ards of entertainment. The matron or house mother, as she 
Is known to the girls, is a woman who has been carefully 
chosen and one who Is particularly fitted for the place. 

When dormitory life Is contrasted with the living condi- 
tions found among college girls at the present time, It cannot 
be denied that it Is an Improvement. The congestion found In 
the boarding houses of the town forces girls to live under con- 
ditions which are neither conducive to good health or good 
scholarship. Life in the houses of the organized group can 
he very favorably compared with life in the dormitory. There 
are certiUn rules of discipline uiul of conduct toward other in- 
dividuals In the house which must be observed, and It cannot 
be denied that such training is beneflrial. The dormitory is a 
means of raising standards of health, habits of study, which 
means superior scholarship, and higher Ideals of social con- 
duct. 

Aside from being a great improvement of the living con- 
ditions of girls who live in the average boarding house, the 
dormitories would be a great step taken forward for the col- 
lege. Tlu-y would tend to make the college more Independent 
regarding the choice of rooming houses for students. As con- 
ditions are at present, practically every available room In the 
town, regardless of its desirability, is occupied by one or more 
students because of lack of more desirable quarters.

Mr. Edwards said that on the 
whole the university students sur- 
prised him with their good common 
sense on serious matters. He did 
believe, however, that there was a 
dark period ahead for the students 
who classed the cooking character- 
istic so low down on the scale.

I grant that a plain white sweater 
has no service stripe or purple "K" 
on It, but when viewed so that tbe 
left sleeve or front does not show, 
the majority of the sweaters cannot 
be distinguished from those worn by 
varsity men or women. 

Tbe big objection I wtsb to make 
iH that any white sweater, because 
ot the fact that it is white, greatly 
resembles' the varsity sweatere when 
viewed from a distance, and when 
viewed from the right side or rear at 
near range unless the left sleeve 
shows. In some schools tbe wearing 
of a sweater that In any way ap- 
proaches tbe appearance of the var- 
Hlly Hweater would not be tolerated. 
It Hbould be, here. White sweaters 
can be dyed any color and merchants 
in AKglevllle are able to do the work.

Nobuko Hara, the lltUe Japanese 
prima donna who will sing the part 
of Madam Butterfly when that opera 
is given here by the San Carlo Grand 
Opera cotupany on December 8, Is 
a real celebrity In her home country 
as well as in the United States and 
througboiit Europe. 

A niece of the prime minister of 
Japan, she Is pertettly at home in 
the royal court and has belonged to 
the Imperial theatre for the past 
four yeara. For the past eight 
months she has been studying in 
New Jfork with American Instruct- 
ors and her work before the New 
York and eastern audiences has been 
particularly succeBsfuI. 

The wonderful ktmona which 
Nobuko Hara wears when she ap- 
pears In Madame Butterfly is a crea- 
tion of bandaome brocaded silk crepe, 
royal purple In shade, hand embroid- 
ered In an Intricate design of silk 
and gold threads, beaatltuUy 
wrought. The crest of the Hara 
family, two diamond-shaped designs 
within a circle are embroidered In 
white silk In front and back of the 
garment and on the aleeves. 

An Ivory fan, inlaid In gold with 
attached cord in the court colors Is 
carried by Nobuko Hara as abe 
atngs In Madame Butterfly. It la one 
nf three auch fane in existence, the 
second being owned by the wife of 
the lord mayor of London, and the 
third by the wife of the Japanese 
ambaaaador to t)ie United States. 
They are made by the Japanese. em- 
peror's artist and a year's work Is 
required to make a fan. 

What is known to American girls 
as a vanity case ia called an 
"hakoseko" in Japan, and the one 
worn by Nobuko Hara is of red silk, 
tucked In the bodice of her garments. 
Within It is a silver, two-pointed 
weapon, resembling a targe hairpin, 
an article which was once carried by 
all Japaneee girls as a weapon for 
safety. 

"Madame Butterfly" was presented 
at the coliseum of the Texas Cotton 
Palace, Waco, Tex., on the night of 
November 6 before an audience of 
11,000 persona, said to be the larg- 
est crowd that has ever' gathered 
anywhere in the United States to 
hi^iir grand opera. Such an attend- 
ance record can never be claimed by 
Manbattan but it is not unlikely 
tliat the college auditorium will he 
jammed on the night of December 
It to hear this great singer Id ove 
of the greatest operas of the day.

Several exi>eriments In feeding in- 
vestigations are being worked out 
by the animal husbandry department 
under the supervision of Prof. H. 
B. Winchester. One of the exi)erl- 
menfs Is to determine whether the 
band-feeding or selt-feedltag method 
ia most deslrabte in feeding growing 
pigs tor market. 

The pigs In one pen are full hand 
fed and then allowed to run to self- 
feeders, while tliose in another pen 
are fed half rations and then given 
access to self-feeders. The results of 
the experiments up to date seem to 
Indicate that from tbe standpoint of 
economy tbe plga ted light rations 
from weaning time until eight 
months old, and given affalta pas- 
ture, make cheaper gains tban if al- 
lowed free access to selt-feeders. 

A herd of 40 high grade Here- 
fords Is being used in feeding experi- 
ments to determine the effect of feed- 
ing a heavy ration ot silage through 
the winter, on the next season's pas- 
ture gains.

The upper door will be used for the 
glrla and the tower lloor will be used 
tor the boya. Besides the Ave rooms 
on each floor which have been 
equipped tor modern hospital rooms 
each floor has a room which contalni 
all modern bathroom equipment. A'.l 
the hospital flxtuiei are ilulHhed In 
white enamel. 

It present plans materiallw the 
hftspltal win be surrounded by a 
large porch. On the weat of the 
building the porch will be two stories 
high and will be accessible from both 
the flrat and aecond floora. 

In the future any student who Is 
Uken alck with a contagious dis- 
ease may be taken to the hospital 
and there receive medical attention, 
the services ot a trained nurse, and

(^orli and fforghum Kxpcrlmcnta Bhow 

Whirh VarietleN lleMt Adapted 

to Varloua Holla 

The department of cooperative ex- 
imrlments la receiving reports every 
day from tbe different counties In 
the Btate telling ot the results ot the 
department's corn and sorghum ex- 
;)erlments. The department hopea to 
have the general results of these 
testa for this year available within 
a tew weeks. 

This kind ot work baa been car- 
ried on for several years. This year 
there were 91 cooperative com ex- 
periments and 74 experiments with 
sorghums. From these tests it la 
determined which varieties are best 
adapted In the different counties. 
The varieties doing best over a per- 
iod of years are then recommended 
to the tarmera. On tbe basis of these 
continued variety tests the state 
has been divided Into nine filDerent 
corn growing sections and certain 
varieties are recommended for each 
of these localities.

At this time there will be six as- 
sociations holding their annual meet- 
ings here. These are Kansas Crop Im- 
provement, Kansas State Dairy, Du- 
roc JerB«y Breeders, Kansas Horse 
Breeders, Kansas Shorthorn Breed- 
ers, and Kansas Sheep Breeders. 

Aside from these association meet- 
ings, special short courses In horti- 
culture, potato growing, entomology, 
rural organization, home economics, 
rural engineering, cream station op- 
cralorK and beekeeping wilt be giv- 
en, thus assuring the farmer of hear- 
ing the b«Ht In his or her line.

A prize of $25 has been of- 
fered by the division of college ex- 
tension, under whose auspices the 
Farm and Home week is conducted, 
to the Kunsas newspaper which has 
the best front page make-up. One 
story must be of Farm and Home 
we«k. Judges from outside of the 
state are to render the decision.

NEWS TN DE UPON E— SLANG OVERDONE 

In the November 13 issue <if the Saturday Evening Post was 
an article "What a Man Misses by Going to College." It was an 
Indictment, in a mild degree, of tlie American college system as 
a whole, and was aimed more particularly at the more academic 
Institutions rather than at the vocational Institution of K. S. \ 
C.'s type, but it contained a number of things that give food for 
serious reflection by students of Kansas State. 

The most aerimis charge against the colleges of the land con- 
tained in the article was that the students are living a life apart i 
from that of the workaday world and that these students have j 
therefore acquired a wrong perj*pective uptni the affairs of that J 
same workaday world in whicli they have to make their living 
after graduation. To remedy this condition the author, who is a 
college professor, by the way, suggests that the student be given 
a year's actual business experience before he reaches his junior 
year. » • 

The Bpecificatton of aloofness from the affairs of life does not. 
In the Collegians opinion, apply closely to the students of this 
college, except in that they are not well acquainted with news 
-of a national and international aspect. How many Aggie stu- 
dents read the daily papers, outside the sport pages, regularly? 
It Is safe to say that not more than 2p per cent at the outside are 
well informed on current news. 

The other Indictment that Is especially applicable to Aggie 
students Is that of the excessive use of slang. The author of the 
article makes the point that Intelligent slang is not a detriment 
to any person's conversation, but that the usual college jargon Is 
so stereotyped and overworked that It deadens the capacity of 
the user for intelligent and Interesting conversation. The 'epi- 
demic of "you tell 'em" sayings that is raging on the campus at 
present is proof enough of the truth of his charge. 

K. S, A. C. is a school of such a practical turn and of such wide 
ramifications In the affairs of the people In general that she may 
deny the applicability of several of the charges of the Saturday 
Evening Post writer, but on the few that are pertinent to us it 
would be well to take thought.

EFORE 1894 every chemist thought he knew what air is. "A 

mechanical mixture of moisture, nitrogen and oxygen, with 

tracer of hydrogen and carbon dioxide," he would explain. 

There wa'i so much oxygen nnd nitn^cn in a given sample that he 

simply determined the amount of oxygen present and assumed the 

rest to be nitrogen. 

One great English chemist. Lord Rayleigh, found that the nitro- 
gen obtained from the air was nevi;r so pure as that obtained from 
some compound like ammonia. What was the "impurity"? In 
co-operation with another prominent chemist. Sir William Ramitay, 
it was discovered in an entirely new gas — "argon." Later came the 
discovery of other rare gases in the atmosphere. The air we breathe 
contains about a dozen gases nnd gaseous compounds. 

This study of the air is an example of research in pure science. 
Rayleigh and Ramsay had no practical end in view — merely the dis- 
covery of new facts. 

A few years ago the Research Laboratories of the General Electric 
Company began to study the destruction of fjlamcnta in exhausted 
lamps in order to ascertain how this happened. It was a purely 
scientific undertaking. It was found that the filament evapoi'ated 
— boiled awey, like so much water. { 

Pressure will check boiling or evaporation. If the prtssure within 
a boiler is very high, it will take iriore heat than ordinarily to boil the 
water. Would a gas imder pressure prevent fiiaments from boiling 
away? If so, what gas? It must be a gas that will not combine 
chemically with the filament. The filament would burn in o^tvxen; 
hydrogen would conduct the heat away too rapidly. Nitrogen i« a 
useful gas in this case. It does form a few compounds, however. 
Better still is argon. It forms no compounds at all. 

Thus the modem, efficient . gas-filled lamp appeared, and so argon, 
which seemed the most useless gas in the world, found u piactical 
application.

Dormitories are needed at K. S. A. C, They are 
needed to provide more rooms for HtiidenUi; to 
standardize pricen and reduce expenses; to create 
correct stndards as regards. 

Health. 

Habits of study. 

Expenditures of time and money. 

Social life; to make and preserve a home at- 
mosphere. 

To further a democratic apirit among sttidents. 

The women of Kansas have come to recognize 
the need and are declaring that the time is at hand 
when Dormitories at the Htate ingtitutions are an 
essential part of the equipment. They have organ- 
ized into the Kansas Council of Women and will ask 
the legislature to pass a bill which will make it 
possible for a Dormitory to be erected on our campus. 

The bill will provide that the project be put upon 
a basis of investment by the state, the funds to be 
raised bv the issuing of bonds by the state ; that the 
state will pay interest on the bonds and provide for 
a fund which in time will redeem them ; that the stu- 
dents who live in the Dormitories be required to pay 
a rental which will cover all cost of maintenance. 

It is hoped that K. S. A. C. will get one dormitory, 
that will house 150 girls. Even though this will care 
for only a limited number of students it will very 
materially relieve the acute situation in regard to 
rooms. Freshmen girls will be given preference in 
assigning rooms in the dormitory, but they will not 
be required to live there unless they choose to do so. 
Since the home life in the cooperative clubs and in 
the sororities is highly satisfactory, such organ- 
izations will be encouraged. It is not intended that 
the dormitory will in any way interfere with them. 

Student support of the movement is desired by the 
women of the state. It is therefore strongly urged 
that every K. S. A. C, student take an active interest 
in the legislative campaign for dormitories.

Aggv: students will have a chance to do some real lobbying 
in the next few weeks before the opening of the state legisla- 
ture. They will have a chance to use their influence toward 
securing the appropriation of a sum sufficient to build the hous- 
ing apartment for freshmen girls. 

It is the desire of the Kansas Council of Women, composed 
largely of the mothers of Kansas and the deans of the state in- 
stitutions that there be provided for the girls just entering col- 
lege a suitable place to live. No one acquainted with the facts 
, can say that such a house is not needed. No one who has not 
tried to secure rooms for girls in a crowded college town has 
any right to an unfavorable opinion on the subject. People 
with rooms to rent are everywhere noted for their aversion to 
girls. There are many girls in K. S. A. C. this year living in un- 
comfortable quarters for the reason that more comfortable 
ones can not be found. 

There is an idea current that living in the apartment will 
be compulsory for the first year girls. It is an absurd miscon- 
ception. The house will be provided, after which it will be up 
to the girls. There will be. however, no difficulty in filling the 
apartment which will accommodate 100. 

It is probable that the usual opposition of the legislature to 
spending money will be encountered. And it is up to the stu- 
dents of K. S. A. C, who know the situation and who should be 
interested, to cooperate with the Kansas mothers in the effort 
to secure a living place for the girls. 

This is your chance, Aggie student, to do something really 
worth while, and to exercise your rights as a citizen, Gtit in 
touch with your representative and your state senator. Find 
out where they stand on the proposition and why. If they 
seem to be non-committal pin them down to a statement one way 
or the other.

"GEtTING BY"— NOT ALWAYS SO EASY 

We as college people are intolerent of advice and lectures. 
We are only too well aware of the important part we play in 
our own world, the relative importance of which we over- 
estimate. Yet even in our own world we are notably indiffer- 
ent. To be honest the talk about cherishing the ideals of our 
institution has very little influence upon us. In so far as it is 
not especially inconvenient for us we will help. Nor is there 
anything particularly abnormal 'in .such a state. 

We are no different from the rest of the world, which is in- 
terested in ideals that promise to advance the personal interests. 
Abstract principles of justice and humanity are wonderful 
things to philosophize on after dinner, but getting down to 
actualities, a thing has to clearly appeal to our petw)nal wel- 
fiire to command anything but a passive interest on our part. 
When we run across an individual who is sacrificing himself 
to an abstract principle we think. "Poor nut" and pass on. His 
reward will come in the honor of a future generation tlyit will 
be able, while commiserating over a poor nut of their own. to 
see the deeds of the departed one in their true significance. 

As a part of this perfectly natural outlook the gentle art of 
"getting by'* has flourished until it has attained a prominence 
10 college life enjo.ved by few other "institutions." It has indeed 
become an institution. We do what work will not inconvenience 
tia and trust to our "line" to get us safely past the profs and 
deans and on the right side of the class book. As far as it 
goes, which is quile a ways it is a fine thing. But it is possible, 
even probable, that we are kidding ourselves along, or what 
would be worse for our dignity, being kidded. Maybe they 
ha vent the heart and so just let us suffer. 

But sometinie, j^omewherG we' will have to buck the world 
and it will probably lake more than a fertile line and a winning 
smile to insure bur three squares and movies. Thr world is un- 
fortunately composed of hard headed future bosses and patrons 
who are unable to appreciate a good line unaccompanied by 
delivery of goods as advertised. We will be up against the real 
thing in "getting by" and it will probably require a little more 
than the gift of bull.

Flour mill enslneeriiig is one 
br&nch ot eoKineerlos, as tauglit at 
K. S. A. C, wblcb leadt tlie country 
In the flxtettslveneBB of Instruction, | 
penn State and K. S. A. C. are tlie 
only two Bchools attempting this 
course. Several schools tisve a miit- 
isK elective course on a small scale 
but tkese two schools are ttie only 
two where It is given in a full four 
years' course. 

Kansas State, being located as it Is 
In tbe wheat belt, Is an Ideal place 
for tbe Instruction ot this subject, 
Tbe course Is backed by the millers 
In this part of tbe country. The Kan- 
sas Flour Mills company offers a 
scbolarshlp each year to men of the 
Junior and senior class of this course. 
This scholarship is awarded by a 
board picked from the facult:- of the 
ichool. 

The mill and laboratories are of 
commercial alse and commercial 
methods are used. Tbe mill has a 
capacity of 7S barrels and there are 
storage bins in connection for tb< 
storing ot the wheat need. This 
is bought on the market tbe same 
as tbe wheat for any commercial mill. 
Tbe different products of the mill are 
sold In and around Manhattan, and ft 
Is one ot the self supporting depart- 
meats ot the scbooL 

Besides the milling proper, wheat 
and flonr testing and experiment- 
al baklag are taught thus giving a 
graduate a choice of tbe production 
or laboratory side ot tbe business. 

K. S. A. C. IB tbe only school 
equipped with a commercial as well 
as an experimental mill. This is of 
great value to the student, as it Is 
upon this plan th&t the itctual work- 
ings ot a mill are learned. Besides 
the Instruction offered as outlined, a 
course la also offered tor tbe , con- 
struction and dMign of mills.

J. P. Oalderwood, professor of me- 
chanical engineering, suggests, in the 
following, means of safeguarding 
against colds: 

"In the attempt to produce a 
healthful atmosphere In the heat- 
iDg of a boine, the greatest tend- 
ency is to neglect the moisture con- 
tent of tbe air. Cold outside air 
niion being admitted to a heated 
room for ventilation is so rarefied 
a« to Its moisture content, that un- 
less provision is msde for an addi- 
tional amount of moisture, the air 
la the room may be as dry as tbe 
Sebara desert. To counteract this 
tendenejr, evaporation pans In a 
warm air furnace should be regu- 
larly filled with water, a point that 
Is usually overlooked. In the case 
of other systems of beating, mois- 
ture providing appliances .may be 
attached. 

"While tbe engineer cannot offer 
these suggestions as positive meth- 
ods for prevention of colds, he can 
at any rate advocate them for eco- 
nomical reasons. A room iupplted 
with dry air requires a higher temp- 
erature to maintain a reasonable 
dAgree of| comfort than when the 
air Is molat. Consequently moist 
air and a lower temperature means 
a aavlng of fuel."

One ot the favorite paatlmKH ol 
tbe college, ahovellng coul into the 
furnaces at the heating plant, will 
be largely eliminated with the com- 
pletion of tbe Installation of the new 
«oal handling apparatua now iielng 
Installed by the engineering divis- 
ion. This new system la calculated 
to save much time and labor. At 
present there are about 10 men In 
the employ ot the heating depart- 
■ment and probably but half ol these 
•will be required aa soon as the new 
meohanlcal scoop Is Installed. 

The system Is known uh the "link- 
lielt" syetem conveyor. The coal 
^111 be hauled to the college in truck a 
and instead ot being dumped onto the 
ground, aa was formerly done, it will 
be dumped into an elevator pit auch as 
Are used In grain elevators. Here 
ttae coal Is cruahed after which it 
1a hoisted by a "clam-Bholl" scoop 
■hovel, a ton at a time, to an ovor- 
tae«d tramway and then Is carried In- 
to the furnace room where It Ik 
dumped into seven hunkera havlnK 
ft total capacity of about 200 tonit. 
Ttiaae bunkers are suepended di- 
rectly ovei' the furnace hoppers and 
oan be used tor temporary Btoro rooma 
trom which the fuel can be obtained 
when needed. 

On the grounds back of the en- 
gineering building where formerly 
were piled hundreds of tons of coal 
of which much was loat, a new con- 
crete pit has been built. It ia SO feet 
long, 80 feet wide, and 10 feet deep, 
and hws a capacity of 80 carloads. 
This li used a:i a storage room, and 
ts in reach ot the traveling crane 
which will scoop up the coat without 
extra bandllng. On the traveling crane 
la a cage on which the ope^alor 
rides who directs the movement of 
the machinery. The cinders from 
:■ ^ the furnacea will be handled with tbe 
ii» iftme machinery, and will be carried 
out and dumped Into trucks for 
disposal.

The milling department of the col- 
lege has JuBl completed a. baking teat 
of wheat Soura Id which tlie baking 
qualities of flour made from Kan red 
were compared with those made from 
Turkey and Kbarkof. The reaults 
■how that Kunred for 1920 Is a bit 
Inferior to the common varietleg In 
Ito bread making qualities, having a 
lower eipanslon of dough, lower loaf 
▼olume, and being' one point lower 
Id the color score, and one and one 
lulf polnte lower In the texture acore. 

There were 76 aamples sent in to 
the milting department from mem- 
berB of the Kansas Crop Improvement 
association located In 30 dllTerent 
couDtles in varlouK parta of KansaM, 
The sarapIeH were milled in the col- 
lege mill and baked Into bread by 
tbe milling department. The ecor- 
lag of the bread was done by labor- 
atory men from the Kansas Milting 
company and the Wichita Flour Mllla 
company, of Wichlu, and from the 
Southwest Milling company and the 
Ismert-Hincke Milling company, both 
of Kansas CUy, Mo. 

Although the main teats were com- 
pleted January 4. the milling de- 
partment expects to conduct further 
tests with combinations of tlie flours.

Prof. J. E. Kamtneyer. In a short 
Ulk this morning presented to the 
■tndentB the cause ot tbe little chil- 
dren ot central Europe, the little 
ehlldren who are victims ot the dev- 
astated conditions prevailing In the 
war wrecked countries. He ex- 
plained tbe conditions in these coun- 
tries and showed the great need for 
immediate aid from America. He 
told what the American Relief com- 
mittee has been doing to care for the 
starving children who could receive 
help from no other source. 

"Mr. Hoover and hia colleagues," 
Bidd Professor Kammeyer. "have 
been carrying on this relief work 
tince 1918, part ot that time with 
government help but some of the 
*iine without. In 1920 the commit- 
tee cared for some 6,000,000 waits, 
undernourished, sick, and orphaned 
ehlldren. Early In 1920 conditions 
were Improved and the committee 
was ahle to leave some of the coun- 1 
tries after the harvest ot that year. 
There still remained more than 3,- , 
600,000 children so pitiably in need 
that America could not desect them. 
Mr. Hoover and his colleagues con- 
tinued their work and prepared to 
tide the children over the coming 
winter. 

Mnganlnp Ankit Help 
"But," said Proleasor Kammeyer, 
"they found that it they were suc- 
cesstully to carry on this work; it 
they were to save the lives of three 
and a half millions ot children, a 
greatly Increased fund must be torth- 
comlng from some source. This Is 
why the l>iterary Digest started Its 
feeding fund and made an appeal to 
its readers and to all Americans to 
have a part In this work of saving 
the lives of tbe Innocents."

"Even If we give money for things here, we can't get no 
flour, sugar, butter, eggB, or nothin' at all. The people here 
can't get no wood or coal to burn. We will die of hunger or 
freeze to death." 

This iB whttt a little Slav girl says In a letter published In the 
Literary Digest of January H. ThiB gWcB only a slight Idea of the 
conditions prevailing In the war devastated countries of Europe. 
And this little girl is only one of three and a half mUllonB of 
children who are starving and freezing and who except for our 
aid mua^die. Think of it! Three and a haK millions of babies 
dying for. lack of food and shelter while we do not deny ourselves 
even luxuries. 

These little children have only one hope, but they cling to 
that in a great and beautiful ronflilenre, that America will come 
to their relief. We cannot live apart from the world and 11 we 
could what kind of a (Christian nation would we be If we fall to 
listen to thiB great call of three and u half millions of Qo^'s 
helplesB children, if we close our eyes and ears to this great de- 
mand of duty? 

If the small amount of |li> will save a life of one of these lit- 
tle children, can we afford not to give as many of the $10 unite 
as we can spare even through Hacrlflce? 

The American llellef committee are forced through lack of 
funds to restrict the food to the extreme caBcs. Only those chil- 
dren who have rea('he<l the limit of hunger endurance are fed by 
the American kitchens, one meal a day. They come to the Amer- 
ican kitchens in long lines and some of them must be turned 
away. They are not like the children we see In America. There 
are no healthy or happy faces in the long lines. Their faces are, 
drawn and hunger marked, their bodleH shrunken and emaciated. 
They are undenioiirlsluvl and iindcrdcvt'loi^ed, physically and 
mentally. * 

If food can be olitaincd for them, they will gradually regain 
their health and strength but help muBt come soon or It will be 
ttK) late. We can all do Homethliig to save, walk an<l save carfare, 
refrain from one package of cigarettes, a coke, or candy. Re- 
member only $10 saved will save the life of one child! 



rAMl'l'H IS NO (niA/IXJ UUOl'Nn 

Under the head "A t'ause for I 'ride, " n recent editorial in the 
Daily Drovers Telegram calls all en t Ion to some of the achieve- 
ments of this college. In another article the same paper points 
out to Us readers— farniers and livestock men— the Inestimable 
worth of the animal husbandry department of the college to the 
livestock Industry of tiic ni Id-west, and the necessity for keeping 
up the Investigations and work tit feetftng, breeding, livestock 
diseases, and other vital problems of the stock raiser. 

The writer realizes the danger threatening the college If ade- 
quate funds for carrying on Its important work are not pro- 
vided. He recognizes the Importance, the practical value of Us 
work, and pcdnts out and holds up to the light of publicity the 
absurdity, the fallacy, of a state trying to economize at the ex- 
pense of that industry upon which the future greatness, the very 
existence of the state rests — agriculture. 

And yet. our state auditor, Mr. Fred Knapp. having suddenly 
become Imbued with the spirU of economy, and without personal 
Investigation of conditions here, hak recommended to the legisla- 
ture thpt the approiirlations asked for by President W. M. Jar- 
dine, be reduced by approximately 40 per cent. For Instance, the 
lease on the pasture lands used by the animal husbandry depart- 
luent has expired and the owners refuse to renew, necessitating 
purchase of the pastures. An appropriation for this purpose was 
included in the president's report. Mr. Knapp, never having 
taken the trouble to investigate, evidently thinks that the live- 
stock can graze around the class rooms or on the campus. Or 
perhaps he believes that books alone will teach a man how to 
raise cattle — at any rate, Mr. Knapp disapprovetl of the request. 

Let us hope that our legislators have a broader vision and will 
not be gr«atly influenced by the recommendationB of Mr. Knapp. 

-, AGGIE HASCERS OS PROBATION 

Aggie dancers are on probation. Whether or not the regu- 
lar Bludent dances at "Johnnie's" can continue depends entire- 
ly on the manner In which the students conduct themselves at 
the hall during the next month. 

It Is unfortunate that Buch a condition should exist, unfor- 
tunate that Btudents should conduct themselves in such a way 
that outside regulation becomes necesaary. But now the mat- 
ter of student dancing has gone beyond the "hill." The wel- 
fare board members who have charge of all public dance halls 
In Manhattan declare that the student dances are worse than 
any others In the city. 

At a Joint meeting of S. S. O. A., student affairs committee, 
and the city Welfare board the Welfare board strongly favored 
forbidding any more student dances to be held at Harrison's. The 
board was finally persuaded to allow one month's probation. 

Cheek to cheek dancing, lip to Up, the toddle, the shufRe — 
all must go if dancing is to continue as a student recreation at 
K. S. A. C. Ma^e it was tunny when only the faculty and S. S. 
Q. A. objected, but since the city has stepped in, the matter be- 
comes one for the serious conetderatlon of every Aggie dancer. 

Each student should make it his bufilness to help settle the 
nutter satisfactorily, and to Improve dancing at student affairs. 
An Investigation of this sort reflects upon the student body, not 
only here tn Manhattan, but all over the state and among other 
Institutions; it reflects upon the standing of the institution as 



a whole, upon the organizations, and upon the Individual stu- 
dents, many of whom are not to blame. 

The S. S. O. A. is solidly behind the Welfare board's man- 
date. The majority of the students realize that the forms of 
dancing which have become popular here can be tolerated at 
no reputable dance hall. And they have one month in which to 
redeem themselves. 

So, even It you. personally, don't enjoy dancing unless you 
can brealc all sundard rules, there are lots of people who do. 
Are you going to deprive them of pleasure, through your sel- 
flshness? Will we mend our' ways? Or will dancing at K. S. A. 
C. — only so recently permitted under college sanction — become 
past history?

The War department has selected 
the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege as the right place to send one 
ol the ofScers of the quartermaster 
corps to continue his trafhlng as a 
food exp«rt. Captain Earnest L. P. 
Treuthardt, graduate o( the Mas«a- 
>:bu0ettB Institute of Technology In 
the chemistry course in the year 1909, 
has been sent here to take a year's 
study In the courses of flour milling, 
grain and forage crops, meats and 
dairy products. 

Captain Treuthardt, since his grad- 
uation from college, has been en- 
gaged in government work with the 
bureau of chemistry both In the lab- 
oratories in Washington and in other 
parts of the country. He haa done 
I research work on the metallic Im- 
purities of foods and especially 
canned goods of all kinds. He has 
had published quite a few of hie re- 
ports on studies which be made while 
In the bureau of chemlKtry work and 
alttce going Into the army. 

Captain Treuthardt Is in charge of 
(he Inspection branch of the subsis- 
tence section of the quartermaster 
corps at Washington, D. C. The work 
of this branch Is that of Investigat- 
ing the relative values of commercial 
varletlen of dllTerent fooda which 
must tip purchased by the quarter- 
master corps of the army. Captain 
Trouthardt states that he was sent 
here for further study in order that 
he might learn something which 
would be of value to the War depart- 
ment in ayHtematliitng their metfaodu 
of food Inspecttun and regulation.

thereby. llealdeH posting those notices I gave blackboard lec- 
tures In which I dlugrnnutied every play, to the whole squad. 

The R(|Uiid was not cut to eleven men until two days before 
the Ottawa game. Had I been given charge of the squad earlier 
in the season. It would have numbered but eleven men two weeks 
before the Ottawa game, and I'll dare say that It would have 
shown better against Ottawa than it did. 

The coadi must single out tbe liest jilaycrs on his squad early 
in Iho season. This Is known in athletic parlance as cutting the 
squad. Every coach puts bia squad through this process which 
is merely an application of the Darwinian theory of tbe survival 
of tlie fittest. I, myself have been cut from many athletic 
squads,

varsity basketball, track, hlgbjump, pole vault, shot put, and 
wrestling. In addition a' waiting Hat Is always In the south- 
east corner room where handball is played. I would advise Mr. 
O. W. K, to try this sport. It makes a person quick on his feet, 
whicli Is R big factor In playing basketball. I*ractice on one of 
the intra-mnral teams would also be a help in developing ability 
for those not on the varsity squad. 

1 hope that 1 have shown Mr. "One Who Knows" and others 
who may be of like mind that It would be folly to try to turn out 
a winning team If 1 could not center my attention on only a few 
men rather than a large number in such a crowded space. The 
eleven men whom I selected were, in my judgment, the best men 
who came out for the squad, regardless of crceTl, fraternity, reli- 
gion, or any other political, or so-called political, reason. 

If there are better players in this school I would be delighted 
to see them. The best and most logical way to get a square deal 
iB to bring any complaints direct to the athletic oilice, but not 
to make unjust and ungrounded accusation In an anonymous 
letter to tbe press. Be a man. Mr. "One Who Knows," come out, 
let's talk this over by ourselves, and I assure you that you will 
sign your next letter, "One Who Knows Better."— E. A, Knoth.

After making a study of the sit- 
uation with reference to grades be- 
low passing received by students in 
the division ot sgrfculturd last mid- 
semester. Dean P, D. Farrell says. 
"I wish to compliment the freubman 
class In agriculture. These fresh- 
men, as a class, made a better mid- 
semester showing than any class In 
the division except the graduate stu- 
dents. 

"At fQld-aemester a year ago 22 
per cent of tbe mermber^ of last year's 
freshman cIshb secured cj-ades below 
passing In one or mor^ anbieGta. This 
year the freshman percentage Is 20, 
or about 9 per cent better than laat 
year's class. This year's sophomore, 
Junior, and senior classes made a 
distinctly poorer showing than was 
made by the correspotidlng classes 
at mid-semester a year ago. Of 



course, not ol) tbe freshmen mode 
good records this year. There Is 
still room for a great deal of Im- 
provement. Nor did all this rm3'% 
sophomores. Juniors, and seniors 
make poor records. The statements 
made above jrefer to the respective 
classes as such." 

The agricultural freshmen hava an 
additional distinction this year. The 
class is the largest freshman class la 
agriculture which has ever been en- 
rolled In a (all semester or tdrm at 
K. S. A. C, according to Dean Far- 
rell. If the class will contbiae to 
combine size and quality oa it has 
started to do this year. It can and 
should be In l»24 the finest agrical- 
tural claas the college has ever grad- 
uated.

Forty ihousand dollars woVth ot 
machinery was purchased from tbe 
war department, to be used In the 
instruction here and In tbe making 
of good mechanics. K. S. A. C. has 
one ot tho best plants In the coun 
try tor such Instruction. Btacksmlth- 
Ing, woodwork, and carpentry draw 
many short course students. The 
only fees charged are for labnrntory, 
making the students' expense much 
less thon In commercial schools. 

The student can take as extensive 
a course ad he wishes. In the auto 
meclianlcs work, one week Is devoted 
to classics study, two weeks lo eloc 
trical study such as wiring, starting, 
and l^nltiOB, one week In babbiting 
and soldering, one week in valve 
grinding and ring flttlng, one week on 
carl) ureter, and two weeks on the 
wirinK of (he car.

A thesis that will be ot more than 
pautng interest to the automobile 
owner Is now being worked out by 
F. 3. Mo»B and D, J. Mostert, senior 
mechanical engineers. 

The subject ot the thesis Is the ef- 
fect ol operation upon tbe life ot 
Ittbrlcattng oils. Various gradea of 
motor Otis, ranging from the cheap- 
est to that of the highest price, are 
subjected to average operating con- 
ditions with the view ot determining 
their relative qaallties after a def- 
inite period of use. 

Theoretically, no oil sbould ever 
wear out, but all oils are gradually 
eontan^ated from vapors of the ei- 
plodlng gas, which leak by tbe piston 
Into tbe crank case. 

It la the object ot the two experi- 
menters to test a number ot oils, and 
thereby determine which will hold up 
the best. In each case the motor 
wUl be run the same length ot time, 
corresponding to a certain number 
of mflee. The oil will then be 
draloed out, and its retatlTo quality 
determined. 

When the thesis is completed it 
will be Died Id tbe college library, 
^long with other graduation theses.

Ho wrIli-H iiH riiUnwa: 

Practically every student enrolled In agriculture at K. S. A. 
C. recognizes the fact that he Is not deriving all the henent from 
his course that is posHlblc, In this article an attempt will be 
made to point out the more outstanding faults of the work as it 
Is now presented and to suggest tentative rcMuedies thereto. It 
should be borne In mind that these criticisms apply only to the 
various agriculture courses and that these ccnicluslons have 
been reached after mature consideration and consultation with 
numerous students and with a few professors und instructors. 
The method of giving lh«> work in aiinotf^l all the courses is 
to outline the so called ground work or foundation work on 
which the scicificc is iiased. Kor example in grain crops or 
forage crops the student is ret|Uircd to learn the scientific names 
of all the iniporlant grains and grasses In the ITnited States and 
<o make Innumerable drawings which are absolutely meaning- 
less and of no value whatsoever when finished. 

The average student's artistic ability, or lack of it, prohibits 
him fnmi reproducing anything even faintly resembling the 
orlainai. in koHm he must learn the geological classification of 
all. tne different rocks, the chemical and physical agents instru- 
mental in breaking thetn down into the various soils and the 
soils themselves under dirrereiit headings. In feeds and feed- 
ing he must know the dlfTerent «izynite« that act on the food 
during Its passage through the dl|;cstive tract, how fat globules 
are held in suspension in milk, and exactly what takes place 
in the animal body when feeds deficient in (uie or more of the 
nutrients is fed. The points mentioned are typical examples of 
what the student must burden 4iis head with if lie is to pass tbe 
course. To the specialist tliey are not only interesting but 
necessary. To the average man who is going into county agent 
or vocational work or on the farm their learning constitutes 
a waste of time which lie cannot afford. To the student who de- 
sires to specialize the foundation work could be given In a 
later course. 

Would it not be time and energy better spent if the grain 
■crops instructor should take the class into tlie Held, let them 
become familiar with the different grains as they look there and 
not as they look in the laboratory, show them why this partic- 
ular grain is growu here, suggest cultural methods, and attempt 
to make the course as practical as possible by further instruction 
of this sort? 

Would not the work demand more Interest if the soils In- 
structor would show which soil was tlie best adapted to certain 
crops, and why. Instead of making the student learn a vast num- 
her of meaningless terms wbl^h he proceeds to forget as quickly 
as possible after the final examinattou is passed? If a feeding 
experiment were conducted by a class would they not finish 
the course feeling that their time was spent to much better ad- 
vantage than under the present system? 

Remember that no attempt has been made to criticise the 
so called cultural courses, but why not make a practical course 
practical? 

It 1b a generally recognized fact that the student forgets 
about 75 per cent of his work within two or three months 
after a particular course is finished, and he forgets the little 
technicalities much more quickly than he would forget some- 
thing that he could apply to his work occasionally. If at the 
end of each course the Instnictor would outline 10 or 20 of th*1 
vital points covered during the course and require the student 
to obtain a grade of 90 per cent on them in order to pass, it 
.would insure a throrough knowledge of the essentials and the 
student would never forget them. Instead of a mass of homo- 
geneous material from which be can derive little benefit, he 
would have something substantial upon which to stand.

In 
the National Dairy show contest Cle- 
ment Young was high Individual and 
George Drumm was high man on 
Jersey cattle. Kansas Is the first 
school to win tbe National Dairy con- 
test for two cjnsecutlve years and if 
another win Is scored another cup 
will remain here permanently. 

The men on the dairy Judging 
team are Clement Young of Manhat- 
tan, George Drumm ot-Iola; and Rob- 
ert H. Lush of Altamont. 

Young In I'roKit'sslve nr«H<<1er 

Voung is one of the most proKres- 
eive breeders of dairy cattle In the 
state and one of tbe most succestt- 
(ul feeders. Young and bis brother 
have a first class herd of Kolstelns 
Just west of the college campus. 
Ever since be has been In college 
Young has milked some ot these 
cows on test and has made more 
recordii ot higher production than 
any other herder in the state. Last 
year he broke tlie stafe record for 
3-year-olds and at present he holds 
five state recordE ' among Various 
classes. Two years ago Young won 
third place in tbe annual student 
Judging contest held here, 
I>rumni Hun IVurtiral Kxpfrlenrc 

George Drumm has had much prac- 
tical experience In feeding and tent 
milking. For four years he was herd' 
«r of a high class Holstein herd In 
Minnesota. He fed and milked test 
cows four times a day. With these 
cows he completed some splendid 
records, having sl.\ cows to make 
over 1,000 [lounds of butter tor a 
year and 30 pounds In seven days. 
This record can be appreciated when 
it Is understood that there Is not a 
cow In tbe slate that has reached the 
1,000 pound production mark. 

There are only three that have pro- 
duced over 30 pounds In Heven days. 
Drumm recently made a 32 pound 
record with one of the college cows. 
This cow produced 1 00 pounds of 
tnilk dally. Drumm Is president of 
the college dairy association. Last 
spring he won third place in the an- 
nual contest here and this tall he won 
first in Jersey cattle at Chicago. This 
win carried with It a 1400 scholar- 
ship offered by tbe American Jersey 
Cattle club. 

The third member ot the team, 
nobert Lush, has had considerohle 
experience with dairy cattle on bis 
father's farm near Altamont. He has 
also done much work with cattbi here 
at the college. Last year he was 
president ot the coUagG dairy associu- 
tlon and altso an alternate on the 
Judging team. He went to Water- 
loo with last year"a team. 

Prof. F. W. Bell coached tbe stock 
Judging teams both thla year and 
last, and Is to be congratulated on 
the remarkable record they have 
made. He Is a graduate of Cornell 
unlTerslty and came to K. S. A. V. 
from the Texas College of Agricul- 
ture and Mechanic Arts. 

H. W. Cave, ansoclate professor of 
dairy husbandry, coached the dairy 
Judging teams. He is the first coach 
to put out winning teams In two con- 
secutive year.'!. He Is a graduate of 
Iowa State college and began his 
work with the dairy teams after com- 
pleting graduate work hpre.

Walt Whitman wan tbe subject of 
the second of tbe series of lectures on 
American writers that Is now being 
given from time to time by Prof. H. 
W. Conover ot the English depart- 
ment. 

Professor Conover gave a brief 
sketch of the writer's life, his charac- 
teristics, a short analysis of bis 
poetry, and read from some of tbe 
writer's representative works.

The tractor mechanics short course 
is now on In full away and the men 
are hlltlng tbe hall hard. There 
are 4K regularly enrolled men In 
the course and 23 men In the agri- 
culture division are taking some of 
the tractor work as a side tine. This 
enrolment in the course la far below 
the enrolment of last year when there 
were 1.1 A men. 

The work of the course Is divided 
according to weeks, and there are 
eight different ciaases taking work 
along different lines at the same 
time. The work as It Is divided, places 
a week on each of these subjecta; 
tractor construction, details, carbu- 
ratton. Ignition, stationary engines 
in operation, dead engine study, run- 
ning of tractors, repairs, and tractor 
field tools. The first five days of 
the week are apent In laboratory 
work, lectures, and recitation, and 
on Saturday a tefit la given on all the 
work that htiK been taken up In tbe 
week's work. 

Along with the regular work of 
the course, the custom was started 
last year of having on Saturday 
morning a lecture to the men In the 
course by some noted man. The aim 
of these lectures is to give the men 



a reet from the mecbanlca and to 
give them some good things to think 
about in Itnea other than Just tbe 
tractor work. It was formerly felt 
by the members of the faculty that 
the men went back to their homes 
with a narrower Idea of things than 
they had before they took the wofk 
because they put In their time too 
closely on the one line. The Satur- 
day morning lecturea are given hy 
men from all different department^ 
of the college and tend to open the 
eyes of the men to broader things. 
In a great many cases men who 
have entered tbe regular college 
courses of K. S..A. C. are men who 



have had their eyaa opened to tbe 
value of a college edncatlon throngh 
the short course and tbe Ideas whicb 
hare obtained from their eight weeks 
of association with collage people.

The influence of a school paper depends so largely on the 
originality, tact, truthfulness, and broadmindedness of the edi- 
torial staff that these qualities are constantly receiving more at- 
tention in the choice of staff officers. 

A newspaper should present its news in a concise, truthful, 
interesting manner, but in its editorial columns it should pub- 
lish in a positive frank way interpretive editorial comment. 
Every live newspaper has the right and respouslbillty of making 
editorial comment, but It also has the responBlbillty of keeping 
Us news columns free from partisanship, biased opinion and 
free advertising. 

The Collegian Is striving to print news of general college in- 
terest, emphasizing by editorial discussion aspects of student 
life which deserve especial consideration by "John Student.'* 

An editor, as well as anyone else, has a right to his own 
tjpinions. He has a right to take a stand on matters that affect 
the school and to uphold what he believes to be right. But he 
sliould take gc)od rare that he Is right. Whut he publishes may 
have and should have considerable influenre in school affairs. 
He must be sure that that influence Is used to the best advantage 
of the school and to uphold right. But he may as well make a 
mistake occasloimlly as to take no definite stand. After all edi- 
torial writers arc human and have the Inalienable right to make 
a mistake now and then. 

No editorial staff can have much luck doing the thinking for 
the school, but if it can stimulate the students to do their own 
thlnkljig It will have accomplished much. The editorial staff of 
the Collegian will make errors. But they nuist not fear mistakes 
for by nilstukeK they must profit. 

The ediotoriai staff will b« crKlcised. but they should remem- 
ber that someone has truly said that to escape criticism you must 
"Say nothing, be nothing, and do nothing.*'

A laugh a day keeps the blues away — and discourages flunk 
slips. Laughter insures good humor, good humor begets opti- 
mism, which In turn breeds self confidence and efficiency, in 
business, in pleasure, and in study. Humor routs depression, 
creates good feeling towards mankind, and drives away the 
black clouds of hatred and worry, replacing them with the sun- 
shine of friendliness and hope. It would be more effective in 
avoiding war than any League of Nations. It is the enemy of 
Intolerance and suspicion, it causes man to appreciate and en- 
joy his fellows, bis work and his play. There is too little hu- 
mor interspersed with our dally grind, and any effort to increase 
the available supply should have our active encouragement.

TO THE S. N. U. A. 

The Y. M. C. A., regretting the publicity which has been 
given to the college by some unthinking press agent, neverthe- 
less realize that we are facing a situation that demands definite 
and immediate action. As a representative organization of the 
student body they feel justifled In. calling the attention of the S. 
S. G. A. to the following resolutions which have been drawn up. 

First: We believe that the dancing situation should be 
cleaned up from within the college.

Second: To that purpose we pledge to the S. S, G. A. and to 
its duly authorized executive officers the moral support and in- 
fluence of this organization. 

Third: We further recommend that extreme forms of danc- 
ing, such as lip to lip, toddling, etc., should be abolished and 
publicity given to the fact that such forms of dancing will not be 
tolerated at student functions. 

Fourth: We strongly recommend that In order to meet the 
demand of the situation that faculty chaperones be chosen joint- 
ly by the student affairs committee In conference with Presi- 
dent W. M. Jardlne and that these chaperones be definitely in- 
structed as to their duties and responsibilities and they further 
be informed that they have the moral support of faculty and stu- 
dents. 

We again pledge our tifarty support to the S. S. G. A. and 
firmly believe in the Intergrity and ability of the executive com- 
mittee to meet this and all other situations. — S. D. Capper, 
President of Y. M. C. A.

white or yellow le oolor instead of 
showing varli>^ vblon such as are 
now present in commerelai lots of 
Burt osts. 

This variety of . oaU has been 
tested by the Nebraska station for 
16 years and has been found to l>e 
the highest yield! ig variety there. 
HoweTer, Burt oi ts are not grown 
commercially In iansas to any ex- 
tent, although co{ )eratlTe tests with 
farmers have Bfao« i them to bo adap- 
ted to some part of the state and 
thsy are thought liy agronomists to 
be one of the tbi se varieties which 
will estabtlBh a i rominent place In 
the agriculture c' this state. The 
other two lesdlnfiTarietles are Sixty 
Day or Kherson at|e and the new var- 
iety of red oats klled Kansas Ful- 
Ihum, recently fT^trthuted by the 
collegt.
